COOKING LAKE. 
bulletin Correspondence, 

The peaceful and picturesque retreat 
of Waverly Island bids fair to become 
na storm centre of considerable fhagni- 
tude—-not in the physical or material 
sense, but in the administrative or 
municipal sense. A few weeks ago 
Mr. Sandford, secretary-treasurer of 
L.1.D. No, 518, received a communica- 
tion from Hon, Wilfrid Gariepy, min- 
ister of municipal affairs, stating that 
Waverly Island, which up to the pre- 
sent fs situated in L.1.D, 518, was to 
be transferred to Cornhill municipal- 
ity. The change to take effect from 
January Ist, 1917. 

Mr. Weatherill, sec.-treasurer of 
Cornhill municipality, received a simi- 
lar communication from the Depart- 
ment of Municipal Affairs. The let- 
fer was read at the October meeting 
of the council at Tofield, and the fact 
nppeared in the Bulletin and the To- 
field Standard. 

This was the first intimation recety- 
ed by the taxpayers of the proposed 
change, and immediately the , people 
were up in arms against the transfer. 
The property owners affected consult- 
ed with BE, W. Fowler, councillor for 
the district, and in conjunction with 
him drew up a statement for presenta- 
tion to the minister, protesting against 
the change, pointing out the hard- 
ships it would entail on them = and 
praying for the withdrawal of the 
order. They also, in addition, request 
that a portion of the island at present 
situated in the Cornhill municipality 
be withdrawn from same and added 
to District 518. 

The signatures include Judge Scott, 
Judge Taylor, J. M. Thom, W. C. Ing- 
lis, G. B. O'Connor, T. M. Turnbull, 
Colone! Ashborne, John Fraser, H. 
Scarff, W. H. Jaeger, Robert Donald, 
ete, 

Mr. Fowler brought the matter be- 
fore the meeting of Local Improvyve- 
ment District 518, held at the City 
Hall, Strathcona, last Saturday, Mr, 
Moneypenny presiding. It was fully 
discussed and the council was strongly 


taken up last summer and it was hop- 
ed that work would commence imme- 
diately and be completed before the 
end of the year. 

The district council, in the first in- 
stance, laid the proposal before the 
provincial government, thinking that 
it could be dealt with under the new 
Drainage Act of the Alberta Legisla- 
ture. The provincial Government, 
however, did not see its way to under- 
take the work and it was then brought 

j to the Dominion Government, where it 


met with a similar fate. The matter | 
is now in u state of status quo and it is 


to try to relieve this condition that Sat- 
urday’s dicsusion was held, The coun- 
cil passed a resolution calling on the 
provincial Government to urge on the 
authorities at Ottawa the necessity of 
proceeding with the work forthwith. 
It is stated on expert authority that 
the lake has risen over a foot within 
the last few years, and a considerable 
portion of what was formerly beach 
is now submerged, It is to remedy 
this state of affairs that the proposed 
drainage scheme was asked for, It 
should not be a very troublesome mat- 
ter, as there are no engineering difft- 
culties to be surmounted, Cooking 
Lake, Hastings Lake and Beaver Lake 
are all connected, the level of the lat- 
ter being estimated at over forty feet 
below that of Hastings Lake, which, 
in turn, is several feet lower than 
Cooking Lake.
